He concltades the report with a statement of the 
prospects of the company for the construction of the 
Memphis branch, contemplated by the charter, and 
imperatively demanded by the requirements of our 
trade. This is an important feature of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville road. The speedy construction 
of the main stem to a point where a railroad connec- 
tion between Louisville and Memphis may be easily 
constructed is a consummation devoutly to be wish- 
ed. Gov. Helm says of this Memphis branch: 

Preliminary surveys with a view to the selection of a 
route for this important branch-road have been made. The 
routes hs.ve been examined, and estimates of the cost of 
each made by a faithful and competent officer and returned 
to the office some ten mouths since.

The cvntral route is forty-five and a half miles in 
length, and estimated to cost, when made com- 
plete 960,361 

The Franklin route, terminating on the main line, 
twenty miles south of Rowling Green, is thirty- 
four and a half miles in length, and estimated to 

cost, when complete 756,542 

The latter route, imposing.' the least expeuse, lengthens 
the distance from the State line to Bowling Green. 

The above estimates are very full, and it is believed eith- 
er route may be fitted for business for £100,000 loss than 
the estimate.

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BITER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 



TlIK LoLISYILLK ASD NASHVILLE RAILROAD — 

The annual report of the President and Directors of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad for the year 
ending October, 1857, has just been published. It 
b a document of much interest to the people of this 
ciry and Southern Kentucky. The welfare of Louis- 
lier commercial prosperity-, and the appiecia- 
tion of the value of her real estate are now mainly 
dependent upon the speedy completion of this enter- 
prise. She can no longer afford to look only to river 
transportation for her Southern commercial connec- 
t -. an i this road is the connecting link which will 
pour into her lap a vast trade and commerce that she 
cannot expect to retain or to increase without a rail- 
road connect ion with the railroad systems of the 
Southern States. The citizens of Louisville are di- 
r- fly and greatly interested in this undertaking and 
•will hai) with gratification every added evidence of 
its progress. 

The report is a plain business document, setting 
forth the progress of the work, the expenditures al- 
rea lv made, the estimated'eost of the work yet to 
be done, and a statement of the means of the corn- 
pan v available for this purpose. The main road is 
completed and in running 6rder to Rolling Fork, 
thirty-one rattes from this city. The bridge across 
Rolling Fork, composed of two spans of two hun- 
dre I feet each, is finished, and the track-laying has 
advanced southward from that point about one mile, 
and will soon be finished to within seven miles of 
Eiizabethtown. If no unexpected obstruction to 
the progress of the work is presented, it is believed 
that by April next the grade over Muldrough s hill 
will be ready for the track, and that, by midsum- 
mer c r autumn, the grading will be completed to a 
point two and a half miles south of Green river or 
about seventy-rive miles from Louisville. The 
bridge across Green river will be one thousand feet 
long aud thirty feet high. As to the prospects for 
the completion of the road in running order to that 
point, the President, in his report, says: 

From the point to which the track will reach tills fall to 
a point two and a half mUes south of Green river is about 
forty miles. The cost to iron that part of the road will 
necessarily depend on the cost of iron delivered at Louis, 
rule It U believed ihat contracts might now be made for 
the li^st \merican rail at sixty -seven doUars per ton. As- 
sume that as the price of iron, it will cost about three hun- 
dred thousand dollars U> bfllast the road from the junction 
to the top of Muldrougli's ML to buy the iron chairs, 
•pikes, and cross-ties, and lay »he iron on track for the 
fortv miles This sum of three hundred thousand dollars 
must be created in addition to the available means now at 
the command of the company, if it is desired to press the 
entire grade, masonry, aud bridging to completion on the 
whole line within the next two rears. It is the opinion of 
the board and to them it seems a question of little doubt, 
tha* tme policy requires that the entire grade should be 
completed at the earliest ].os*jible day if adequate means 
we-e provided. But with the present means the two ob- 
jects— w croas Green river with the track, and to complete 
the entire grade— cannot be done. The means are ade- 
quate to either. If the additional sura of three hundred 
thouaand dollars cannot be raised, or the Iron procured ou 
the credit of the company, or otherwise, no time ought to 
be lota in determining which of the two purposes 'hall be 
accomplished. By comparing the cost of the entire trade 
with the means of the comi«any. it is shown that the pres- 
ent means are adequate to the completion of the grade 
tut to cross Green river with track is too important to the 
business of the road to be overlooked. 

If the road can be made complete for business across 
Green river, and the State of T 
usual aid to iron that part within 
will be 130 miles of road in track 
only 66 to provide with iron. 

There should be no hesitation nor delay in com- 
pleting the track as far Southward from Louisville 
as can be done with the present means of the 
pany. and, when the vast interests to be subserved 
by completing the entire road within two years are 
taken into consideration, little doubt should be en- 
tertained that the additional sum of $300,000 re- 
quired for this purpose will be raised without much 
difficulty. We agree with the president in his opin- 
ion that when the track is completed and in running 
«-der from Louisville to a point two and a half miles 
south of Green river, and, from Nashville thirty 
miles out. a market may be found at home for enough 
of the company's bonds to complete the whole en 
terprise. 

The report of the President alludes to the aid re 

ceived from the citizens of Louisville in terms o 

grateful acknowledgement. He adds: 

It is hoped an example so worthy of imitation will bo fol- 
lowed by cititens of the counties along the line. If it shall 
so turn out. and the company shall be so fortunate as to 
convert their securities Into cash. It may be relied on with 
confidence, that th« year 1*8 will well nigh present the

A SYNOPSIS OF TI1K PBE8IDENT, 

Washington. Dec. 8. 

The President, referring to the financial crisis, 
concludes thus: "But this I say after long reflec- 
tion, if experience shall j rove it to be Impossible to 
enjoy the facilities which well regulated banks might 
afford, without, at the same time, suffering the 
calamities which the excess of the banks have hith- 
erto .inflicted upon the countrv, it would then be the 
lesser evil to deprive them altogether of the power 
to i.*sue a paper currency, and to confine them to the 
functions of banks of deposit or discount." 

In referring to public lands, be says: They 
should be disposed of sn as to furni-h homes for a 
hardy and independent race — honest, industrious 
citizens desirous to cultivate the soil. 

To squander away the public domain upon objects 
of questionable constitutionality is a violation of the 
most important trust committed to any people. He 
deprecates the speculation in public lands, and says 
that the public surveys ought only to keep puce 
with the tide of emigration. If Congress should 
hereafter grant alternate sections to States or com- 
panies, other sections should be retained, subject 
to actual settlers, at moderate prices. He says that 
making presents to Indians has been found to be in- 
effectual, and recommends the policy of colonizing 
them in suitable localities and imparting to them 
the rudiments of education and habits of industry. 

He says that the late financial revulsion has' not 
been without a good effect, should it cause a return 
of the practice of wi^e and judicious economy in 
public and private expenditures. 

The President takes strong grounds again.t the 
practice whereby tte two houses of Congress defer 
the passage of their most important bills until near- 
Iv the last moment of the session, and expresses) his 
determination to approve no bill unless time shall be 
afforded him for its examination, as required by the 
constitution. He recommends that Congress agree 
to present no bill for his approval during the two 
last days of each session. 

XXXVTH CONGRESS — FIRST SESSION. 
Tuesday's Proceed friers. 

Washington, Dec. 8. 

Senate. — Mr. Douglas expressed himself favorable 
to all the views contained in the President's mes- 
sage, except those relative to Kansas and the Le- 
comptou convention. At an early day he would ex- 
press his view s and give the reasons "whv he i<eliev- 
ed the people of Kansas had not l>een feft as their 
organic law declared, perfectly free from form, to 
regulate their institutions in their own way. 

Mr. Gwin offered a substitute that all printing be 
executed by the printer to the Senate at the last 
session. 

Mr. Stewart, of Michigan, coincided in Douglas's 
views respecting the Lecompton convention. At an 
early day he would speak on the ful.ject, aud in»i»t 
to the extent of Lis ability that the people of Kan- 
sas should Le treated like all others, and have the 
earliest opportunity to regulate such institutions as 
they wUh to live tinder. 

Mr. Davis concurred in the views of the Presi- 
dent coticurning the Kansas question, and should 
await the promised remaiks of Douglas before he 
expressed his own views. 

Mr. Bigler gave notice that he should defend the 
position assumed by the President to the best of his 
ability and respond to Mr. Djuglas. 

Mr! Douglass accepted Mr. G win's substitute. 

Mr. liale spoke in opposition to the constitution 
framed by the Lecompton convention, arguing that 
it would perpetuate slavery in Kansas whether the 
people of Kansas accepted or rejected the slavery 
clause. 

Mr. Seward was glad to hear the supporters of 
the Presideut expliin his position, for it seemed to 
him that the message was very lame and impotent 
in its arguments ou Kansas, and that something 
more would be necessary to satisfy the yiublie mind 
than was contained in the document itaelf. He 
trusted that the debate on this point would not be 
long delayed, for before we are aware of it there 
might be civil war in Kansas. 

After review ing other parts of the messnge, he 
said he hoped it would be understood that on Utah 
affairs Congress was substantially unanimous, and. 
that thev would be assured that the government of 
the United States would not suffer its fame to be 
tarnbhed, its power insulted, and the lives of its 
citizens destroyed bv an enemy, entrenched though 
it be in the Rocky Mountains' and under the foims 
of the constitution of the United State 

Mr. Mason was free to declare that all information 
for the last six months relative to Kansas affairs had 
csme from questionable sources. If he understood 
the Presidents position, and he thought be did, it 
was impregnable. 

Mr. Trumbull denied that the Legislature of Kan 
sas had authority to initiate the Convention. It 
was. according to a speech once delivered by M 
Buchanan himself in the Senate, an act of usurp 
tion. Congress has repeatedly refused to authori; 
the j*ople of Kansas to form a State constitutioi 
Much has been said about popular sovereignty, but 
this now merely amounts, according to the great ex- 
positor of the party, to giving the free wnite people 
of Kansas the right to determine the condition of a 
few negroes, while the are precluded from regulating 
their own institutions in their own way. 

Mr. Brown said there seemed to be great anxiety 
to enter into discussion, and especially to find fault. 
They had heard the message imperfectly read by 
the clerk, and they could not properly understand 
it. He asked the Senators to pause and sleep upon 
the document before indulging in debate which 
would go before the country over the telegraph 
wires, penetrating even Kansas, and giving a tone 
public opinion on premises not yet perfectly un 
derstood. He asked Senators to reflect before taking 
their positions and uttering sentiments under cir- 
cumstances to which he had 
Adjourned. 

House. — Mr. Clemens obtained permission to make 
a personal explanation. He read a letter from his 
colleague, Mr. Faulkner, asking him to state the 
facts upon which he, in Democratic caucus, based 
his conclusions with reference to the statements im- 
peaching Mr. Wendell's character. Mr. Clemens in 
replv agreed to Mr. Faulkner's suggestion to submit 
(to Mr. Wendell, in order to give him an opportn 
nity for vindication), a written statement, of which 
he read a duplicate, describing the circumstances 
under which he was on last Saturday approached by 
a person who said he was interested in procuring the 
office of printer for Mr. Wendell, and that a pecu- 
niary consideration could be secured for Mr. Clem 
ens's mother in one of two contingencies, viz: 1st 
That he should cast his vote for Wendell; or, 2d 
abstain from voting at all 

Mr. Clemens, in reply to this, pointed the man to 
an act of Congress providing pains and penalties for 
such corrupt approaches, and told him that he had 
mistaken his man. 

Mr. WendeU, in his reply, solemnly protested 
against such a charge, baaed on a nameless author, 
and says if the charges were properly preferred he 
would "promptly refute them. He never had, direct- 
ly or indirtctlv, employed any person or agent to 
procure votes for him. 

Mr. Clemens, having finished reading the corres- 
pondence, said he never had seen Mr. Wendell to his 
knowledge, and had no purpose to accomplish other 
than the faithful discharge of public duty. 

He was constrained from exposing the name of the 
scoundrel who approached him on account of the 
man's family, who should not be confounded with 
his guilt. He accepted the statement of Mr. Wen- 
dell so far as the denial of all complicity or knowl 
edge of such a proposition was concerned. 

Sir. Smith, of Virginia, offered a resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of a committee to exa 
ine into the subject of public printing. The election 
of printer is to be postponed until this report shall 
be made.

For weeks and davs have the candidates for office 
under the House of Representatives l>een at work in 
order to "cut aud dry things for the Democratic 
members assembled in caucus. Every member went 
into the "close" meeting last night, pledged to par- 
ticular persona on the lir.-t voting trial. As *U tha 
candidates were extravagantly hopeful (together 
with the hundreds of their friends in expectation of 
good situations under them), and as the city politi- 
cians generally were intensely exercised regarding 
the movements of the caucus-ites, dense crowds at 
an early hour repaired to the aisles and passages 
leading to the Hall of Representatives, where the 
secret meeting was held. Every time a member 
emerged to dart to the private rooms for a drink— 
l«rhaps of water — lie was seized by some intensely 
interested "out-sider." and compelled to divulge 
the proceedings. In this way the new s and progress 
in the proceedings were ascertained. The nomina- 
tions for all the offices were made by nine o'clock, 
or within two hours, but the Democracv stumbled 
at the printer. Three prominent candidates in the 
field: WenJall, the present incumt>ent; Steadman. 
of Ohio; and Banks, of Virginia. The last named 
obtained the fire-eating votes, forty-five of them, 
and the other two gentleman ran nearly "neck and 
neck," thirty-three against thirty-two." A stiff and 
excited debate ensued, the integrity of one or more 
of the candidates questioned; and so to give time 
for investigation, the further proceedings in the 
matter of printer were postponed till Monday night. 

Tha nominees: James L. Orr. of South Carolina, 
calls himself a "Democrat" — a name to which his 
colleagues are not ardently attached, and is not so 
straight-laced as they are in the State Rights school; 
in other words, he is" not a Disunionist per se. Ha 
has the proper qualifications for Speaker, and, all 
things considered, will creditably occupy the Chair. 

James C. Allen, of Illinois, an ex-member of 
Congress, worked extremely hard for the nomination 
as Clerk of the Honse. From the candidates pre- 
sented the caucus made the best selection. 

Michael W. Cluskey, of Georgia, a young 
perhaps not more than twenty-five— for 
He distanced several old foxes who had 
enjoyed profitable situations under the House. 

M. B. Hackney, of Virginia, was ' 
etor of a hotel, and by his generosity and 
was smashed in his business as a "publican." 

It should here be stated that during the caucus 
proceedings such members as were seized with colic 
could find medicine in some of the committee rooms. 

The Doorkeeper. Postmaster, and Cleik have the 
dispensation of the patronage; at least $300,000 
worth of if. It may therefore be reasonably conclu- 
ded that the seekers will be exceedingly many. The 
influence of members of Congress especially will be 
brought to bear to direct the distribution of the fa- 
vors. An officer, under these circumstances, has a

*U~Tbe following we take from the Paris letter 
in the New York Commercial: 

The journals have all published lately the ac- 
count of the expulsion M. Froebel, an American 
citizen, from Frankfort-ou-the-Maine, by the police 
of that citv, as a dangerous political refugee. This 
I believe is true; but they added that the American 
Consal at that city had demanded his passports in 
consequence, which is not true. The American con- 
sular agent at that point went to inquire of the po- 
lice the reason for the expulsion of M. Froebel, and, 
when he learned them, withdrew. Of the merits 
0 f this difficulty I know nothing. 

I believe I have already mentioned to you the ex- 
traordinary trial lately in progress in "the depart- 
ment of Aine, in France, in which fourteen priso- 
ners were accused of five murders and fifty-nine 
robberies with violence and otherwise. This was 
in fact a band of l>rigand» who managed to exist in 
a peaceable neighborhood simply by the fear their 
names inspired, until their depredations became so 
bold that the local authorities Mere compelled to 
call into requisition extraordinary means for their 
arrest. They were nearly all relatives, father, 
brothers, sisters, sons-in-law, and brothers-in-law. 
An old man, the leading spirit of the band, and 
three of the most terrible of the others, were con- 
demned at the conclusion of the trial, two days ago, 
to the guillot ; ne. while a >on was condemned' to im- 
prisonment for life, and several of the others to long 
terms of imprisonment. Lemaitre, one of the 
band, avowed in court that being the strongest he 
was always charged with the killing. 

Sixgclab Story. — A young girl, 17 years of age, 
of a good family, and, as far as we can' learn, of ir- 
reproachable character, is reputed as the subject of 
the following adventures. She lives with her pa- 
rents in the upper part of the city, and early on last 
Saturday evening rode down in a city railroad car 
to reach a bookstore where she wished to make a 
purchase. Before she alighted from the car. she 
was left alone with an individual in male costume, 
•mho addressed some remarks to her, which the girl, 
who is said to be hard of hearing, understood to be, 
"Will you get out and walk with me?" Frightened 
at this address, she shrunk from her persecutor, 
who remarked, "I will have yon yet." She related 
the circumstance on her return, and her elder sister 
at once placed a veto upon her leaving home again 
after dark. On Monday morning she left home as 
nsual for school, but bad not proceeded far before 
the same individual accosted her; she attempted to 
run, when he seized hold of her. and, to prevent her 
from giving an alarm, placed a cloth over her face. 
She supposes that this was wet with chloroform, as 
«be remembers no more until she came to herself in 
a house in Baxter street. A new domestic, igno- 
rant of the character of the house, had been hired 
at this place on the same day with whom the girl 
male friends, and whose bed "she shared on Monday 
and Tuesday nights. Meantime she had been miss- 
ed and a reward of fifty doll irs was offered for in- 
formation leading to her recovery. The domestic 
saw the advertisement, took the girl's rings to her 
friends as proof of her identity, and thus obtained 
her release. She had not been maltreated except 
in being threatened and restrained of her liberty. 
If this story be correct, it shows the necessity of a 
more adequate protection for innocent school girls 
than has heretofore been deemed requisite. In this 
connection, however, we may l>e permitted to say 
that we have witnessed a levity of conduct on the 
part of young girls in the cars and other public 
places, which cannot be too strongly condemned.

A partial eclipse of the moon, Februarv 27th, 
onlv partly visible in the United States. The moon 
will rise partly eclipaed. which will take place gen- 
erally after the time of the greatest phase. Its ma"- 
nitude will be 0.333 of moon diameter, on the south- 
ern limb. 

2d. An annular eclipse of the sun, March 15th. 
The sun will be centrally eclipsed on the meridian, 
in longitude 8 46 west of Greenwich, latitude 45 44 
north. In some parts of the United States the sun 
will l« partially eclipsed. 

3d. A partial eclipse of the moon. August 24th 
The magnitude of the eclipse will be 0.470 of moon 
diameter, on the northern limb. A* some places the 
first contact with the Penumbra will not be visible - 
but to most places in the United States the whole 
eclipse will be visible. 

4th. A total eclipse of the sun, September 7th- In 
longitude 40 51 west of Greenwich, latitude 30 59 
south. This eclipse will be total on the meridian 
The sun will be centrally eclipsed in the southern 
hemisphere oa\y.—.\fu*Ustjy( Almanac.

Loeffxer's Tkial.— The Cincinnati papers have 
been occupied for a week past with reports of the 
trial of Loeffuer, who stands charged with murder- 
ing his wife and Mr. Horton, his employer. The 
Times contains the fullest report, which is to be is- 
sued in pamphlet form. The plea set up by the 
defense is insanity. The Times makes the following 
comments on the testimony: 

Competent and reliable witnesses have testified 
that they knew Loeffuer as a boy in Germany, and 
that his conduct there was very singular. His 
mother believed in witchcraft, and so did her son. 
Since Loeffuer's residence in this city he seems to 
have been constantly troubled with witches, and to 
the few persons with whom he would converse con- 
fidentially, this was almost his entire subject of con- 
versation. He was firmly impressed with the idea 
that his wife was a witch, that Mr. Horton, who 
formerly employed him, was In league with the 
devil, and combined with his wife to torment him 
and destroy his peace. Sleep or awake he saw them 
in various forms crossing his path, and constantly 
fancied they were attempting to take his life. 

Under these circumstances, we can imagine the 
torture of the unfortunate woman who became his 
wife and victim. Suspecting her soon after their 
marriage of being a witch, he looked upon her with 
suspicion. Day and night it was the burden of his 
conversation. He imagined her changing her form, 
flying away on a broomstick, or attempting to take 
his life by strangulation while he slept, or by poison 
when awake. He gathered the earth, where her 
foot had left an impress, and taking it u> a friend, 
begged him to dry it in his chimney corner, and thus 
put an end to her career and his sufferings: he con- 
sulted books on witch-craft, for the same purpose, 
and purchased advice and protection from what are 
known as "witch doctors." It is also in evidence, 
that awakening one night, he imagined his wife was 
attempting to choke him with a thread, and roughly 
seizing her in her sleep, threw her headlong oat of 
the l>ed, for which act he was arrested by the police 
and imprisoned. 

Added to this, were the frequent outbreaks of a 
fiery jealousy, w hich led him to not only accuse his 
wife of infidelity, but to shamelessly retail bis infa- 
mous suspicions to her neighbors. And thus the 
poor woman was constantly troubled bv her witch- 
stricken husband; and it is not in the least surpris- 
ing that, having sought and obtained refuge under 
the roof of Mr. Norton, with whose family she had 
made her home before marriage, she dreaded to ac- 
company her husband to his house, the evening pre- 
vious to the murder. She must have suspected or 
at least feared his bloody design. 

There is no doubt of Loeffuer's belief in witch 
craft. His countenance indicates a low degree of 
intellect, and that, low as it is, it has never been 
cultivated. He is an ignorant, low-bred, supersti- 
tious man, with just such a mind as would feast 
upon the supernatural. Witchcraft was taught him 
by his mother's lips, and from his earliest child- 
hood it has haunted and tormented him. He sus- 
pected his best friends of being leagued with the 
evil powers, and he transformed everv dog and cat 
into an infernal messenger, dispatched by the evil 
one to torment him. 

The testimony, in our opinion, fully confirms this, 
and at once removes from the memory of his vie-, 
tims the suspicions of illicit connection which his 
assertions have cast upon them. 

Whether his belief in witchcraft so deranges his 
mind as to make him irresponsible to the law, is the 
question to be decided. On other matters he has 
been as rational as the ordinary run of people of his 
educational advancement, and when it was out of his 



swift and agreeable passaK across the Atlantic, ar 

rived at the pier of tne Collins line of steamers, in 
the North liver, at New York. As he was leaning 

on the taffrail, like Juliet in the balccnv scene, "his

The oldest of these sovereigns is the Grand Duke 
of Mecklenburg Strelitz, born the 12th of August, 
1779, and after him the King of Wurtemburg, who 
was born the 27th of September, 1781. 

The Prince whose reijjn has been the longest is 
Prince Schaumbourg Lippe; his accession dates 
from the 13th of February, 1787. 

The King of the Belgians, from the 16th of De- 
cember, 1790, occupies the sixth rank; the King of 
Prussia the eleventh. The yougest princes are the 
King of Prussia, born Sept". 10th, 1837, and the 
Duke of Parma July 9th. 1848. 

The Ladles' Dresses. — In the feminine world the 
great subject of conversation is the remark of the 
Empress to Augustine Brohan, one of the arbiters of 
the good taste at the theater and the city, that 
"probably dresses would be without flounces this 
winter." In fact the new dresses of her gracious 
majesty are widowed of these external ornaments. 
But the crinoline preserves its clandestine empire 
at the court as well as the city. We cannot there- 
fore say entirely with Moliere": 

"We live under a i>riuce, the enemy of fraud." 

The Dist <>verv cf Gold is California. — The 
discovery of gold in California, though it has en 
riched the nation, has been attended with disaster to 
the discoverers. Capt. Sutter, in whose mill flume 
the first gold was found which gave rise to the Cali- 
fornia fever and peopled that region, has been entire- 
ly ruined by the turn that events have since taken. 
In an account which he gives of the effect upon 
himself, he says it broke up his labors, stopped his 
tannery, left his mills deserted, and from the pros- 
pect of being the richest man on the Pacific, he 
is now hopelessly ruined. Marshall, the man who 
made the discovery, is hardly any better off. 
At this very moment, robbed cf every dollar and ev- 
ery foot he possessed, he would not have, but for the 
daily charity of comparative strangers, even a cabin 
in which to lay his head at night. Sutter says that 
it was in a conversation with Marshall that Har- 
graves, the discoverer of gold in Australia, first ob- 
tained the idea of seeking for the precioas metal 
in that country. Mr. Hargraves, for his discovery, 
received from the British Government the sum of 
£5,000 ($25,000), and from the Australian govern- 
ment $10,000 ($50,000)— making $75,000. 

Benmamin Franklin's Gallantry. — The fol- 
lowing is a copy of a note by Benjamin Franklin, 
the original of which, in French, (bad French. Lola 
Montez says) is still preserved in a library at Paiis: 

"Mr. Franklin never forget* any party at which 
Madame Helvetius is to be. He believes even that, 
if he was engaged to go to Paradi e this morning, 
he would make supplication to be permited to re- 
main upon earth until half past one. to receive the 
embrace which she has been so good as to .promise 
upon meeting him at Mousieur Turgot's." 

This ought not to be anvthing remarkable in 
France. The "charming Lady Montague" relates 
that she wished to write a note to a French lady, 
while she was in Paris, expressing her regret that 
she could not see her. The form of expression used 
was, "/ deeply regret that I cannot see vou." On 
showing the note to the Parisian waiter, Lady Mon- 
tague says he shook his head, with. "Ah! mi ladi, 
you should say / am m despair that I cannot see 
you"— to w hich form the note was immediately al- 
tered.
